The New Programme. 

In Mr. Mackenzie's Hpeech to his 
constituents on Iho occasion of his 
electiou by acclamation, wo obtain the 
first authoritative statement as to his fu- 
ture policy and intentions. Our read- 
ers may remember that in a previous i 
issuo we pointed out that by a parity 
of reasoning if Sir John Macdonald 
was adjudged guilty of having- corrupt- 
o 1 the electors of the country to so 
great an extent that ho should bo dri- 
ven from the directorship of tho Gov- 
ernment, the rights of tho people de- 
manded that to them should be referr- 
ed the question of who they would 
have to represent them, and their true 
and free will bo made known. 

It would seem that such is the in- 
tention of tho Premier -who intends, as | 
soon as ho has passed a pure election 
law, to dissolve the House. 

We confess that in this courso Mr. 
Mackenzie in our opinion is acting in 
conformity with his former professions 
of patriotism and disinterestedness, and 
consistently with tho hypothesis of a 
corruptly elected House. Imprimns, 
he passes Blake's election law, which 
will effectually bar the use of money, or 
even tho undue iutluenco of that pa 
tronago which is now in his hands, and 
will so place his opponent on an equal 
footing with himself . From the word 
"go," then, the race will bo a fair one. 
and if the people say Mackenzie, Mac- 
kenzie will return to servo them; but 
if they say Macdonald, wo are quite j 
sure Mackenzie, in true loyalty to the j 
people, will ho better pleased that I S 
they should bo governed according to [ 
their choice, than that ho should 
have thwarted their will. We may | 
now look forward to a complete purifi- 
cation of the political atmosphere, and 
it must bo an extreme partisan indeed 
whocanfailtorecogui.se the advan- 
tage in this to the whole country 
in the crisis we have just passed. 
" At so great a distance from tho arena, 
if guided alono by tho positive and 
irreooncilblo statements of tho lead- 
ing journals of either party, it \tould be 
mere speculation to express an opinion 
as to tho probable issue of this appeal to 
the people; there is, however, considera- 
ble significance in the fact that while 
those papers supporting Mr. Mackenzie 
approve of the proposed dissolution, there 
i- a very suggestive carping at tho pro- 
priety of such a step in tho columns of 
opposing journals, and also, that through 
Sir John Macdonald pro vented the elec- 
tion law now proposed from coming into 
operation before tho last general election 
and resorted so freely to tho use of mean.-; 
to which ho cannot again have 
recourse, notwithstanding which, I.Lt 
large majority in Ontario and Que- 
bec, the two leading Provinees of 
tho Dominion, was converted into a 
minority, even before tho Pacific Scan- 
dal came to light. There cannot be a 
doubt, that the strength of the Conserva- 
tive party has been decreasing, while tho 
Reformers have been making great gains, 
and we cannot see in tho result of the 
latestrugglo much to turn this tide in 
political affairs. On the contrary, we 
opino that a Parliament fresh from the pso- 
plowould be much more pronounced m fa- 
vor of tho new administration than is the 
present one. Tho statement that tho Sen- 
ate also is to bo dissolved, must bo a mis- 
take, as such a stop would involve a 
change in tho British North American 
Act, which could only be done mi an ad- 
dress to Her Majesty and by and with the 
consent of her advisers, inasmuch us that 
branch of Parliament is nominative, and 
in the first instance, as concerns by far the 
larger number of that house, the preroga- 
tive was not, even as is usually the case, 
delegated to Her representative, tint Gov- 
ernor-General, but was exercised directly 
by Her Majesty. It would therefore bo | 
revolutionary and beyond tho power of 
the Canadian Government or Houso of 
Commons to attempt such a course. We 
imagine the intention is to obtain such 
an amendment to tho Imperial Act us wili 
provide that as a vacancy occurs in the 
Senate it shall be filled by the nominee 
of the people, instead of that ot the Gov- 
ernment— a step which will in the course 
of ten years change completely tho 
"personel" of a house composed as thoSe- 
nato is.forthe most part of men who have 
reached the allotted period of three-score 
years and ten. it will not bo tlifii- 
cult io obtain tho assent of the 
of tho Senate to such a measure as this, 
for so far from interfering with tho pre- 
sent Senators it will rather increase their 
individual importanco, inasmuch as be- 
ing life members, their position will as- 
sume a greater dignity in a houso com- 
posed in part by election. This is de- 
cidedly a move in the right direction, 
and will raise this Houso from tho insig- 
nificance in which it is now sunk and 
which must be very unsatisfactory ti> 
many young and able members — as for 
instance those from this Province — 
who form a part of it. Elected by the 
people, as are tho members of tho Com- 
mons, the Sonato will have its legitimate 
influence and become in reality what it 
ought to bo as part of the Parliament — 
an active and serviceable Chamber. Mr. 
Mackenzie, it is evident, intsuds that the 
people shall have full oontrol of tho af- 
fairs of tho nation, oven at the expense to 
his Government of tho most important 
patronago in its possession.

Since the appearnnce ol our pnmgraph 
yesterday morning nuder the above head- 
ing wo have received full continuation of 
the story told to us by n passenger on 
tlio California.

monstrous to find a Government, throu 
its lawful representative, trying to 
dispossess tho discoverers of their

Justico Gray, after stating tho object of 
tho Commission, read a communication 
from tho Provincial Secretary, declining 
to send n representative to the Court as 
the Quarantine was a Dominion matter. 

Justico Gray further stated that tho 
Commission could not compel nny person 
to submit his case to arbitration, nor 
would it consent to havo any question of the 
liability of the Dominion ( rovernmont rais- 
ed ;but he believed that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment would pay any award that might 
bo made by the Court. The utmost liberal- 
ity consistout with duty and equity would 
beobserved by thearbitrators;but ho would 
say that the amount of the claims seemed 
to the Dominion Government to bo very 
large. 

A fair and equitable hearing would lie 
given enoh case; but the Commission could 
not encourage the idea that the 
full amount of any of tho claims would 
be paid. All would be subjected to com- 
mon sense rules and if considered fair and 
reasonable they would be allowed. The 
claims would bo considered as quickly as 
possible in the order that they were num- 
bered by the Board of Health; but there 
would bo no unnecessary delay and 
as littlo expense as possiblfl in 
considering the claims, (hoar.) Justice 
Gray then read the followitig agreement 
which each claimant would bo required 
to sign before tho Court would con- 
sider his claims.

How Pr\xos AitG Injured. --According; 
to a prominent manufaetuer, there art: 
more pianos injured by improper tuning; 
than by legitimate use and the consequent 
natural wear of tho instruments. Tho 
frame of u good piano, fully strung and 
tuned, is mado to resist a tension equal 
to about sovou tons. This severe strain 
relaxes as the strings recede from tho 
pitch, but is renewed when the piano is 
tuned; and it is frequently discovered, as 
n result of tho repeated process, that tho 
frame is bent or bellied; and at tho hands 
of an ignorant tuner, or ono lacking good 
judgement, an instrument at this stage 
ifi soon injured beyond remedy. With 
reasonable use a piano is expected to re- 
main in good condition for seven years, 
and tho best makers will so guarantee 
their instruments; but tho incompetence 
and malpractice of certain so-called tun- 
ers set the seal of destruction on thou- 
sands of instruments in from two to live 
years.

tho west bank of tho Under-ground 
Railroad in Fourth-avenue, between 
One Hundred and One Hundred and 
Twenty-ninth streets. To examine the 
horrible occurrence in all its details is 
to find that these seven lives were sa- 
crificed, a score of other persons were 
wounded, and a large quantity of pro- 
perty destroyed by a criminal negli- 
gence and a grasping disregard of 
public safety. Since the beginning of 
this railroad improvement thirty-uino 
lives have boon sacrificed, either by 
passing trains, by blasting accidents, 
or from other causes, and tho terrible 
calamity of yesterday brings the dead- 
roll up to forty-six victims of careless- 
ness on the part of the management of 
the work. 

To fully comprehend this calamity 
in all its dire extent, it is necessary to 
■xpUin what this improvement ia. At 
present the Albany and Harlem Rail- 
road lias an up and down track on tho 
east sido of Fourth avenue, perfectly 
unprotected and level with the remain- 
ing portion of the street. The iinpiove- 
mont is the cutting of a railroad under 
the level of tho street, so as to guard 
against accidents. This ciit is in the 
centre of tho avenue. At each street 
crossing this cut are temporary bridges, 
constructed of wood, with plank road- 
ways. The earth taken from the cut 
is banked up on each sido. To remove 
this earth from the cut, and to lower 
the stone to be employed in the con- 
struction of the walls of the cut, rails, 
sleepers, derricks and other materials 
have been and are used, and aro work- 
ed by steam from movable boilers. The 
boiler which was used yesterday was 
one of these. 

In this respect it. may be well togivo 
a resume of all the facts connected 
with the previous use of tho boiler. It 
was lirst brought to work on the im- 
provement about three weeks ago. and 
placed in operation at One, Hundred 
and Twenty-sixth street. On a wooden 
wooden platform with it was fixed the 
hoisting machine and tho derrick. It 
worked on the avenue, and yesterday- 
was directly in front of the lager-beer 
saloon of J. Ormstbn.No. 2,37(1 Fourth 
avenue. Tho boiler was a peouliarono, 
an upright double tubulai boiler, high 
pressure, with a quarter of an inch 
wrought-iron shell, and made as a sjie- 
eial steampump by A. S. Cameron & 
Co. 

This boiler was under tho charge of 
John Baruuni, and whether or not he 
gave it the care required by a high- 
pressuro engine will undoubtedly be 
the subject of official investigation to- 
day. Charges of the gravest charac- 
ter, and supported by reputable wit- 
nesses, In reference to this point, wore 
publicly made last night. The acci- 
dent occurred about -1:20 o'clock in tho 
afternoon. Fourth avenue was crowd- 
ed with pedestrians, and it seems al- 
most a miracle that only seven livos 
were lost. Up to the moment of the 
terrible occurrence, not the slightest 
indication had been observed that the 
boiler was untrusworthy, 

Where thcengine stood was almost iu 
tho centre of the block. Tho wooden 
platform on which it rested was being 
moved forward toward Twenty-ninth 
street by the workmen, who were using 
wooden beams and iron crow-bars to 
pry it onward . 

Around the boiler were eight labour- 
ers and a little school-bov ton years 
old, William Britt. 

Between the bank and the westerly 
sidewalk of the avenue were Philip 
Mullor, tifty-two years of age, and G. 
Becker, twenty-three years old, labor- 
ers, in tho employ of the Harlem Gas 
Company, who were laying gas-pipes. 
At the south-west corner of Ono Hun- 
dred and Twenty-eighth street and 
Fourth avenue, stood. Miss Louisa 
• lady eighteen years 
of age, preparing to cross tho tempor- 
ary bridge at that street. Crossing | 
the bridge, with her harp on her back, 
was a little Italian harp-girl about ton 
years. In the shops, bustle and life, 
on the other side of the avenue, trains 
and engines thundering along the 
track. Such was the soene a moment 
before the explosion. 

Swift as a thunder-clap it came— n 
| cannon-like report -ami a dense cloud 
of steam and dust shut out the ghastly 
i sight, for a moment. When it cleared 
away Mullor and Becker were lying 
over their gas-pipes. At the place 
where the boiler had boon Gibson and 
Foley, the laborers, lay horribly man- 
gled; a few feet further on lay poor 
little Britt, the school-buy, his books 
by his side— all doad. But the culmi- 
nating horror of the scene was reached 
whon the horrdr-sfcruolc witnesses look- 
ed toward Onu Hundred and Twenty- 
eight street; for on the corner lay the 
body of Miss Bassford, her fair faco 
battered out of semblance to humani- 
ty, and her golden hair covorod ivith 
blood, On the bridge lay tho poor 
Italian child, dead, fallen on her harp. 
The wounded were endeavoring to 
reaob some plaoe of safety. This was 
tho scone a moment after tho explo- 
sion,
